But it is when the news 
is notoriously fake that it reaches a large 
audience. 


| take out of this equation the videos 

on YouTube and other platforms, called 
RPG (Role Play Game, or something like 
that) because they are videos focused on 
entertaining, through acting and the use of 
specially designed applications. Although 

it seems to me that many times, these 
videos fail to warn that they are fake and 
for entertainment, and often go viral as real, 
they end up being detrimental to authentic 
research - be it UFOs, or the paranormal - and 
| always try to demonstrate their falsity. 


While | am not skeptical, | believe that there 
are news Stories that are fake, beyond good 
research: for example, for me, the Calvine 
case is fake. | trust David Clarke's good will 
and research, but | believe that the original 
photographs are just a manipulation of 

the camera in a puddle or small pond, then 
flipping the image. 


Why do | say this? 


Because several videos have appeared, 
published mainly on social networks, which 
are taken by many as real, when they are 
clearly false. As an example, we can talk 
about the “Medusa UFO”, reported by Jeremy 
Corbell, which has caused so much of a stir 
on social media. 


But an astronomer and MUFON’s chief photo 
and video analyst, Marc D’antonio, has 
posted on his networks that, according to his 
research, the UAP in question is actually a

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Antarctica has long been a 
place of mystery and intrigue 
for those of us who are willing to 
look beyond the usual mundane 
actions of our everyday lives. 
This land of ice contains clues 
to the vast and ancient history 
of our planet and many of these 
clues have yet to be discovered. 


We all have a somewhat basic 
understanding of the ice- 
covered landscape and the 
animals that survive in what is 


Donna Fitzgerald casts an eye on the 
Antarctica, and speculates on what sec 
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undoubtedly the coldest, driest 
and windiest continent on our 
planet, but this blanket of ice is 
one of the largest land masses 
on earth, and with a whopping 
5.5 million miles of dangerous 
and_ basically uninhabitable 
terrain, it undoubtedly has 
more secrets than we can 
imagine. Potential discoveries 
lurk beneath the ice sheets and 
scientists are exploring and 
investigating new data that 
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could indicate life we previously 
knew nothing about. Research 
has also come to light that 
indicates there are some parts 
of Antarctica which may have 
enough heat to allow a human 
to wear a T-shirt. 


According to the Anu Fenner 
School of Environment and 
Society's highly acclaimed bio- 
geographer, Dr Ceridwen Frazer, 
whose research has _ helped 
develop our understanding 
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of past climate change _ in 
Antarctica, there are indeed 
places like that in Antarctica. 
‘Ross Island’ hosts an active 
volcano called Mount Erebus, 
and Frazer states that over 
several years the steam from 
this volcano has created a 
network of caves under the ice 
that can reach up to 25 degrees 
Celsius, which is _ perfectly 
comfortable for small wildlife 
to survive. 


Further analysis of the soil 
samples taken fromthese caves 
revealed some_ unexpected 
DNA results. While the majority 
of the samples were identified 
and corroborated with plants 
and animals that are already 
known to inhabit other areas 
of Antarctica, the rest of the 
samples were unidentifiable. 
This discovery could suggest 
there are new species of animal 
and plant life living beneath the 
ice that are currently unknown. 


Previous research has shown 
evidence of fungi and bacteria 
in these caves that may 
suggest there is more to be 
discovered. This underground 
network of caves beneath the 
ice are not very easy to access, 
so exploration is quite a 
daunting task, and it is yet to be 
uncovered exactly how many of 
these cave systems are under 
the ice. 


The mysteries of our planet's 
history and its creation have 
always fascinated us and 
we are forever attempting 
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to update our knowledge 
of the world around us. A 
team of researchers recently 
endeavoured on a_ three-day 
explorative drilling operation 
down through thousands of 
feet of ice into what is called 
Antarctica’s ‘lost lake’. While 
we may envisage the continent 
as a single massive sheet of 
ice, there are actually hidden 
treasures in the form of natural 
lakes under the surface; this 
particular one is called Lake 
Mercer. They are called ‘lost 
lakes’ because up till now they 
were completely inaccessible, 
but the team of researchers 
that accessed Lake Mercer 
drilled a hole over a kilometre 
deep through the ice sheet 
until they reached this body 
of water. While the drill-hole is 
only a couple of feet wide, this 
was enough to create a channel 
to the body of water beneath, 
which will allow the scientists 
to get samples for analysis 
and possibly obtain new and 
exciting data. 
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So why are our scientists so 
intrigued with the lost lakes of 
Antarctica? We tend to forget 
that Antarctica was once a 
lush, tropical paradise with a 
range of flora and fauna that is 
evident in fossils found under 
the ice. According to scientists 
who have discovered fossilized 
plants containing charcoal 
which date as far back as the 
dinosaurs, during the third and 
final period of the Mesozoic 
Era, the Cretaceous Period, 
there was an era where wildfires 
were rampant. The Cretaceous 
“high-fire” period was a global 
event that reached almost all 
continental masses during that 
period in Earth's history, and 
what the scientists discovered 
was that these fires managed 
to make their way as far as 
Antarctica. Where rolling green 
hills and lush vegetation once 
were, there is now nothing but 
ice. But this does not mean it 
was a less hostile environment 
than it is now. Erratic and 
destructive volcanic activity 
would have erupted, creating 
havoc and starting wildfires 
that would have torn through 
the continent. 


Scientists delve into the 
unknown by accessing this lost 
lake in a bid to gather whatever 
information they can. The more 
data that is harvested, the 
more it will add to whatever is 
already known of the geologic 
activity that transpires in and 
around Antarctica. It will also 
help researchers to gain more 
knowledge of the specific 
hydrology of these sub- 
glacial lakes. Hydrology is an 
extremely important science as 
it is the study of the movement, 
distribution and management 
of water on earth and on 
other planets, including the 
water cycle, water resources 
and environmental watershed 
sustainability. 


Although Lake Mercer and 
other lost lakes are not visible 
on the surface, it doesn't 
mean they don't sustain life. 
Scientists are devoted to the 
task of understanding more 
about how’ these hidden 
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bodies of water move and 
circulate underneath these 
massive sheets of compacted 
ice. They will explore in depth 
how these waters expedite 
the flow of carbon and other 
organic materials that are 
necessary for the biological 
processes that occur in these 
freezing conditions. The fact 
that these hidden lakes have 
been so inaccessible up to 
now means that they have 
never been explored before. 
The possibilities of discovering 
new species of animal or plant 
life or microorganisms with 
the analysis of any samples 
gathered are endless. 


In 2013, researchers drilled 
through 800 metres of ice 
to reach Lake  Whillans 
successfully. They drilled four 
kilometres down and reached 
the first level of Lake Vostok 
before conceding defeat. 
Another fruitless attempt 
was made as they tried to 
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access Lake Ellsworth, where 
the boreholes were unable to 
permeate the dense sheet of 
ice. Inappearance, the Antarctic 
is a desolate and inhospitable 
landscape, but this barren 
land is host to hundreds of 
these large unexplored bodies 
of water, silently circulating 
underneath the dense ice sheet 
of this hostile landscape. 


The importance of this research 
cannot be emphasised enough. 
The significance of Antarctica 
in relation to the regulation 
of our global climate should 
not be miscalculated. What is 
happening to our ecosystem 
as a consequence of warming 
temperatures and rising sea 
levels can possibly be mitigated 
with further exploration and a 
deeper understanding of the 
complexities of this mainly 
uninhabitable land. 


For numerous decades radar 
instruments have scanned 
across miles and miles of 
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the continent of Antarctica 
in search of data. Microwave 
pulses are bounced off the 
surface to peer through the ice 
in hope of tracing the underlying 
layout and topography. An 
incredible discovery was made 
by combining data gathered 
by aircraft satellites with ice- 
penetrating radar technology 
towed by snowmobiles. 
Researchers discovered a huge 
gorge that was originally an 
ancient mountain range that is 
deeper than the Grand Canyon. 
Now stratified with layers of 
thousand-year-old glaciers, 
the colossal valley reaches 1.9 
miles deep by 200 miles long 
and is more than fifteen and a 
half miles wide. 


To put this into context, the 
Grand Canyon is only about a 
mile deep. Dr Neil Ross, whois a 
geology professor at Newcastle 
University, sees this find as 
incredibly fortuitous. The team 
of researchers and scientists 
spent three years mapping out 
the sub-glacial mountain range 
before the discovery but never 
expected to find this valley. He 
explained that although they 
had been able to gather data 
from either end of the vast 
hidden canyon, they had no 
clue as to what lay between 
the two points. Satellite data 
was used to fill in the missing 
information and although the 
valley is covered by miles and 
miles of ice, it’s so big it can be 
seen from space. 


After analysing all the data, 
it appears this valley was 
formed millions of years ago 
by a small ice field, like those 
of the Antarctic Peninsula. 
Some years later a large hole 
was also found beneath the ice 
during the study of the natural 
and artificial areas of the ice- 
laden landscape. This hole was 
not as deep but still measured 
at 0.6 miles down, and it is 
impressively longer than the 
Grand Canyon, whichmakesitan 
incredibly significant discovery 
also. There is so much on this 
beautiful planet we call home 
that we have yet to discover 
and explore. Antarctica, as one 
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of the largest land masses by 
far, has so many mysteries that 
are constantly being revealed. 


Scientists have begun 
constructing a sort of time 
capsule, a black box if you will. 
This is being made durable 
enough to outlive humanity 
on this planet. It will contain 
information on our histories and 
evidence of our existence if the 
human race becomes extinct. 
This black box will be our legacy 
and allow us to detail humanity's 
accomplishments, as well as 
afford a narrative to future 
civilizations as to what took 
place in the human race's cycle 
on this planet. The project's 
website, EarthsBlackBox.com, 
currently says it should have 
been completed in 2023, and 
will record every step humanity 
takes towards our own 
possible destruction. It will be 
constructed from an immense 
monolith of three-inch-thick 
steel and placed in a remote 
location in Tasmania. The black 
box will use a system of internet- 
connected storage devices 
powered by solar panels on the 
roof in case the power grids fail. 
It will be similar to the black 
boxes used to identify the cause 
of airplane crashes. 


As we ponder on the mysteries 
of the icy’ continent of 
Antarctica, it is chilling to know 
that in its history there were 
fires spreading across this once 
green and lush landscape. The 
Maori, who are the indigenous 
people of New Zealand, travelled 
to Antarctica one thousand 
years before any Europeans. 


This civilization arrived in New 
Zealand from east Polynesia in 
canoes in the 14" century. They 
had lived a secluded, separate 
existence in Polynesia in total 
isolation, and developed their 
own diverse culture unlike that of 
other Eastern Polynesian tribes. 
While their language, mythology 
and techniques are all noted and 
recorded in cultural history, what 
has been overlooked is their 
journey to Antarctica. Relatively 
new research suggests that this 
adept culture may have reached 
the icy continent as early as 
the 7 century. This would 
have been long before the first 
European missions ventured out 
towards Antarctica. 


A new_ study which was 
published in the journal of the 
Royal Society of New Zealand 
has taken a more panoramic 
view of history and offers a 
different perspective. The 
evidence that was_ previously 
neglected has now been taken 
into consideration and it has 
connected some of the gaps 
that were missing. 


New sources’ have _ been 
examined; including Maori 
legends told down through the 
generations and documented 
events on carvings and 
weavings. Conservation 
biologist Pricilla Wahey, who is 
lead documenter of the study at 
the New Zealand Government 
research institute ‘Manaki 
Wanua’, has said that by piecing 
all the clues together, the picture 
clearly shows the connection to 
Antarctica, and that these links 
have always been there since 
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the earliest forms of migration 
and travel were recorded. 


Numerous Maori legends 
and stories relate to the early 
adventures and_ exploration 


of the Antarctic, and some of 
the Maori tribal groups which 
include the ‘Ingati Raurua’ 
and the ‘Te Atiyawa’ share the 
voyage of an explorer called 
‘Hui Te Irangiora’. In the legend, 
this explorer sailed his vessel 
to Antarctica where he found a 
misty and dark place that never 
saw the sun; the narrative also 
describes the Arctic landscape, 
icebergs, and marine mammals. 
Until this study came to light, 
our comprehension and 
understanding of the Antarctic 
and any exploratory adventures 
to it, were based on the 
missions and accomplishments 
of European explorers. Many 
historical articles even say 
that the first vessel to spot the 
continent was a Russian voyager 
in January of 1820, although we 
now know that there were much 
earlier depictions gathered by 
the Maori. 


In an interview, Wahey told the 
New Zealand Herald that some 
of the Maori people have been 
critiquing the Russian story for 
years, knowing they were privy 
to prior records of exploration of 
the Antarctic. Researchers are 
now looking for the history books 
to be amended considering the 
information that is available 
now. If readers will pardon the 
pun, this information is probably 
only the ‘tip of the iceberg’. 
What other secrets of the past 
are hidden underneath this 
inhospitable continent of ice? 
With the constant progression 
in machinery and the major 
advancements in technology, 
who knows what we will learn 
from our planet's history that 
has been frozen in time? Hf 
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for APRO and later MUFON,

The Bancroft, Michigan case 
came to my attention mid- 
summer of 1982. Dan Wright, 
then State Director of Michigan's 
Mutual UFO Network (MUFON), 
was the initial contact for 
this case. It involved a family 
of five: the mother, Betty N.,

her three children, and her 
husband, John. Betty and her 
family were devout Catholics 
and put a religious slant to the 
UAP events that unfolded that 
late summer and early fall of 
1982. The story begins with 
the family having multiple UAP 
sightings starting in the spring 
of 82. These sightings occurred 
around their home, which was 
situated in a rural setting near 
Bancroft, Michigan, which was 
mostly farmland. The family 
members had _ witnessed 
various UAP types: the classic 
movie flying saucers from the 
1950s, small triangles, cigar 
shapes, spheres, and an ice 
cream cone shaped like the 
one in Steven Spielberg’s 1977 
movie Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind.

The case yielded no hard 
evidence from our investigation 
or Betty’s family encounters. 
The N. family had _ been 
observing these UAPs in the 
fields and woods next to their 
house; they occasionally used 
binoculars and a small refractor 
telescope to view the UAP 
craft in more detail, where they 
observed an_ unrecognizable 
structured craft. 


| was brought into the case 
after it had been going on for 
about eight weeks. | remember 
Dan calling me around 11 a.m., 
on a day in the late summer, to 
tell me that Betty was working 
around the house and heard 
some excitement coming from 
her backyard where her children 
were playing. She poked her 
head out the upstairs window 
and saw the children playing 
with a shiny sphere a foot or 
two in diameter hovering above 
their heads just out of their 
reach. Betty, very concerned, 
ran outside to her children’s aid. 


Upon entering the backyard 
the sphere quickly flew out of 
sight. The children told their 
mother that they had been 
playing with an angel. Betty

The technical focus of 
UFODAP is to apply current 
methods of science and 
technology to recognize, 
track and record anomalous 
objects while simultaneously 
collecting data from multiple 
sensors. It is our goal to 
expand a growing network 
of these sensor systems to 
other hot spots around North 
America and then the world. 


Wayne Hollenbeck and 
Christopher O’Brien joined 
forces in 2007 and created 
the UFO Camera Project. The 
UFODAP project is a result of 
a collaboration between the 
UFO Camera Project and the 
work of electrical engineer/ 
computer scientist Ron Olch. 
Mr. Olch had independently 
pursued the application of 
science and_ technology 
to ufology research. As a 
result, beginning in 2014, he 
developed the concept of 
a low-cost optical trackin 

system as _ his persona 
research pee while a 
member of the Los Angeles 
UFO Research Group. In 2016, 
Wayne Hollenbeck joined 
the LA group and expressed 
interest in the work Ron had 
accomplished, which was 
directly in line with the goals 
of the UFO Camera Project. 


This collaboration became 
the UFO Data Acquisition 


Project (UFODAP). The 
technical focus of the 
UFODAP is providing 


cost effective methods to 
recognize, track and record 
anomalous objects while 
simultaneously __ collecting 
data from multiple sensors. 
While this sort of capability 
has been investigated and 
other systems have been 
built, their design emphasis 
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has not been on lowering 
costs to make practical the 
deployment. of significant 
numbers of data collection 
sites to have a_ practical 
impact on Ufology. By “low- 
cost” we assume a unit cost 
of perhaps $2500 or less. 
Thus, over the last four years 
significant progress has 
been made on development 
of Unidentified Flying Object 
Data Acquisition System 
(UFODAS) components 
that are now available for 
use in fixed and mobile 
installations. 


In 2020, UFODAP and the 
UFODATA organization 
formed an alliance to fund 
UFODAS R&D and divide the 
work -- UFODAP will provide 
data collection hardware, 
software and support while 
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UFODATA will create a 
cloud database for upload 
and subsequent analysis of 
collected data. In addition, 
the initial UFODAP camera 
site in the San Luis Valley, 
Colorado will be expanded 
with a second camera and a 
multi-sensor data collection 
unit.

Some 
believe that Dan Brown's book 
Angels and Demons, a novel 
aboutasecretsocietythatwants 
to destroy the Vatican using 
an antimatter bomb, is based 
on research currently going on 
in Europe and the US. Indeed; 
recently revealed documents 
have shown that the U.S. Air 
Force is secretly spending 
millions of dollars investigating 
ways to use antimatter, 
apparently with the intent of 
creating a new generation of 
military explosives. Others have 
speculated that extraordinarily 
powerful _—_anti-matter-fuelled 
spaceships will one day be the 
norm. 


Antimatter Research 


Antimatter, and especially 
antimatter weapons, is an 
extremely controversial subject. 
In the TV series and films, Star 
Trek’s starship Enterprise uses 
matter-antimatter annihilation 
propulsion for faster-than-light 
travel. But what is antimatter? Is 
it even real? According to CERN, 
the European Organization 
for Nuclear Research, one of 
the worlds largest and most 
respected centres for scientific 
research: 


“Matter and_ antimatter 
have the same mass, but 
opposite electric charge. 
For each basic particle 
of matter, there exists an 
antiparticle; for example, 
the negatively charged 
electron has a positively 
charged. antiparticle called 
the positron. Whena particle 
and its antiparticle come 
together, at the blink of an 
eye they both disappear in 
a flash as the annihilation 
process. transforms _ their 
mass into energy.”

special relativity to provide a 
more. complete description 
of electron interactions. The 
basic equation he came up with 
had two solutions, one for the 
electron and one that seemed 
to describe something with 
positive charge (this was the 
positron). In 1932, evidence was 
discovered to prove these ideas 
correct, when the positron was 
discovered occurring naturally 
in cosmic rays. Over the past 
half a century, laboratories like 
CERN have -been producing 
antiparticles, and.in 1995 CERN 
became the first laboratory to 
create anti-atoms artificially. 


According to theory, the Big 
Bang should have created 
equal amounts of matter and 
antimatter. But when matter and 
antimatter meet, they annihilate, 
leaving nothing but energy 
behind. So logically the universe 
should not exist. Physicists 
explain this by positing that 
there must have been one extra 
matter particle for every billion 
matter-antimatter pairs. Small 
amounts of antimatter are 
constantly falling on the Earth 
in the form of cosmic rays, 
energetic particles from space. 
These antimatter particles enter 
Earth’s atmosphere at a rate 
ranging from less than one per 
square meter to more than 100 
per square meter. Scientists 
have also discovered evidence 
of antimatter production above 
thunderstorms. 


Angels and Demons 


In the film version of ‘Angels 
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and Demons’, one gram of 
material is stolen by a secret 
scientific society known as 
the Illuminati from CERN’s 
incredible Large Hadron 
Collider. This highly volatile 
substance is antimatter, which 
is stored in electromagnetic 
traps. But although in the film 
CERN produced a gram of 
antimatter, in reality the facility 
has actually only managed to 
produce a very small amount of 
the substance. Dr. Rolf Landua, 
a CERN scientist who was a 
consultant on the film, says: 


“In the movie, we switch on 
the LHC and it produces a 
gram of antimatter in a few 
minutes. That’s not possible 
for two reasons: It would 
need much more energy 
to do it - with present 
efficiency, it would take 10- 
22 joules - and the reality 
of how quickly antimatter 
can be produced...it would 
take about a billion years 
to produce a gram, We can 
make about a billionth of a 
gram in a year../n order to 
attract and store antimatter, 
you have to slow it down to 
very low speeds. When you 
have a mouse, it’s easier to 
trap it when it moves slowly, 
but it’s not so easy when 
the mouse is moving at the 
speed of light. The particles 
made in the LHC are so 
energetic that they will hit 
the walls of the chamber 
and annihilate.” 

The 


spectacular explosion 


in the film caused by the 
antimatter and the damage it 
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does is, according to Landua, 
reasonably accurate: 


“Basically, what you're 
doing is bumping a lot of 
energy into a small space. 
That’s not entirely different 
from what you do in atomic 
weapons. There’s an ultra 
hot, dense core, which 
expands and_ produces 
radiation, and then there's 
an acoustic blast, and it 
would produce a lot of 
damage.” 


Antimatter Weapons 


For decades reputable 
scientists have carried out 
research on the military 
implications of the antimatter 
research done at CERN and 
at. similar_laboratories around 
the world. Some researchers 
believe antimatterweaponswith 
terrifying destructive properties 
are being developed in secret 
by various governments around 
the world. 


However, Rolf Landua is 
dismissive of talk of antimatter 
weapons, for one very good 
reason: 


‘lf you add up all the 
antimatter we have made 
in more than 30 years of 
antimatter physics here 
at CERN, and if you were 
very generous, you might 
get 10 billionths of a gram. 


Even if that exploded on 
your fingertip-it would be 
no more dangerous than 
lighting a match.” 


At the moment,even if enough 
antimatter could be made, the 
cost of using it as fuel or as a 
weapon would be prohibitive. 
It has been estimated that 
a gram would cost around a 
million billion dollars. Frank 
Close, a particle physicist at the 
University of Oxford, points out 
that time is another problem: “It 
would take us 10 billion years 
to assemble enough anti-stuff 
to make the bomb Dan Brown 
talks about.” 


US AirForce research 


Nevertheless, a few years ago 
the San Francisco Chronicle 
reported that the U.S. Air Force 
was investing millions of dollars 
investigating ways to make use 
of antimatter, possibly for future 
weapons. According to the 
report: “If electrons or protons 
collide with their antimatter 
counterparts, they annihilate 
each other. In so doing, they 
unleash more.energy than any 
other known energy source, 
even thermonuclear bombs.” 


It is- known that during the 
Cold War the Air Force funded 
a number of scientific studies 
looking into the basic physics 
of antimatter. Apparently that 
research has continued and

some Air Force scientists are 
considering potential military 
uses: for example, antimatter 
bombs small enough to hold 
in one’s hand, and antimatter 
engines for surveillance 
aircraft. More sinister uses 
include a new — generation 
of super-weapons, like pure 
antimatter bombs or even 
antimatter-triggered nuclear 
weapons. Other possibilities 
include antimatter-powered 
“electromagnetic pulse” 
weapons that could destroy an 
enemy's electric power grid and 
communications networks. 


The Air Force no longer allows 
its employees to publicly 
discuss the antimatter research 
program. However, details of 
the program have appeared in 
numerous Air Force documents 
distributed over the Internet 
before the ban was put into 
force. Perhaps the most 
important of these is an outline 
of a 24" March 2004 speech by 
Kenneth Edwards, director of the 
‘Revolutionary Munitions’ team 
at the Munitions Directorate at 
Eglin Air Force Base in Florida. 
Edwards was the keynote 
speaker at the NASA Institute 
for Advanced Concepts (NIAC) 
conference in Arlington, 
Virginia. In the speech, Edwards 
discussed the potential uses 
of positrons, saying that the 
energy from colliding positrons 
and anti-electrons “is 10 billion 
times...that of high explosive.” 
He also noted that one gram 
of antimatter (about 1/25th 
of an ounce) would equal “23 
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space shuttle fuel tanks of 
energy.” Thus “positron energy 
conversion”, as he described 
it, would be a “revolutionary 
energy source” of interest to 
those countries: interested in 
weaponising antimatter. 


Itis known thatthe Air Force has 
given $3.7 million for positron 
research to Dr. Gerald Smith, 
former chairman. of physics 
and Antimatter Project leader at 
Pennsylvania State University. 
Smith operates a small firm, 
Positronics Research LLC, in 
Santa Fe, New Mexico. In April 
2006, a news report stated 
that the NASA Institute for 
Advanced Concepts (NIAC) had 
given further funding to Smith 
and his team of researchers 
to work on a new design for an 
antimatter-powered spaceship. 
Previous antimatter-powered 
spaceship designs had 
employed antiprotons, which 
produce“ high-energy gamma 
rays when they annihilate, but 
the new design was_ using 
positrons, which make gamma 
rays with about 400 times less 
energy. 


According to Smith: 


‘The most __ significant 
advantage is more safety. 
The current Reference 
Mission calls for a nuclear 


reactor to propel the 
spaceship to Mars. This is 
desirable because nuclear 
propulsion reduces travel 
time to Mars, increasing 
safety for the crew by 


reducing their exposure 
to cosmic. rays. Also, 
) chemically-powered 


spacecraft weighs much 
more and costs a lot more 
to launch. The reactor also 
provides ample power for 
the three-year mission. 
But nuclear reactors are 


complex, so more things 
could _ potentially = go 
wrong during the mission. 
However, the _ positron 
reactor offers the same 
advantages but is relatively 
simple.” 


Whether this antimatter 
spaceship was ever constructed 
or is still being developed is not 
known. But that should come 
as no surprise, as with most 
of the research surrounding 
antimatter, it is shrouded in 
secrecy. 
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Is it realistic to think that 
humans are Earth’s first and 
only civilised inhabitants? 
After all, our planet is over four 
and a half billion years old. 
Accounts of the inner Earth, 
the ancient civilisations that 
allegedly reside there, and the 
chambers of ancient relics that 
are purported to be preserved 
in their kingdoms, are subjects 
that have been relegated to 
folklore, fantasy and fiction. But 
what if they are real? 


The twelfth-century account of 
the green children of Woolpit 
is perhaps the earliest and 
best-documented case for 
the presence of intelligent life 
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beneath the surface of the 
planet. The legend states that 
two young children, a brother 
and sister, were discovered 
by villagers beside one of the 
wolf pits that gave the English 
village its name _ (wulf-pytt 
in Old English). Much to the 
bewilderment of the villagers, 
the children lacked any 
resemblance to the other boys 
and girls; their skin was green, 
they dressed oddly, spoke 
an unknown language and 
struggled to digest food. Before 
long the boy died of malnutrition, 
but his sister persevered. She 
survived, learned English and 
lived a relatively normal life — 
except for her allegedly wanton 
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behaviour. 


The tale of the green children of 
Woolpit is thought to have taken 
place in Suffolk, England, during 
the reign of King Stephen (1135- 
1154), but had it not been for 
William of Newburgh’s Historia 
rerum  Anglicarum (1189) 
and Ralph of Coggeshall’s (?- 
1227) Chronicum Anglicanum 
(1220), we may never have 
heard of it. Newburgh (1136- 
1198), in particular, was the 
blogger of his day, and was 
a young man during the time 
of the Woolpit incident. What 
he reported of their story is 
enthralling. Newburgh stated 
that after learning English the 
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Woolpit village sign 
children offered an_ insight 
into their homeland: they were 
inhabitants of the land of St 
Martin, who was_ regarded 
with peculiar veneration in the 
country which gave birth to 
them. 


When asked where St Martin's 
land was and how they had 
arrived in Woolpit, they replied: 


“We are ignorant of both 
those circumstances; we only 
remember this, that on a certain 
day, when we were feeding our 
father’s flocks in the fields, we 
heard a great sound, such as we 
are now accustomed to hear at 
St Edmund's, when the bells are 
chiming; and whilst listening 
to the sound in admiration, we 
became on a sudden, as it were, 
entranced and found ourselves 
among you in the fields where 
you were reaping.” 


Upon being questioned further 
the children added: “The girl 
enjoyed continual good health 
and becoming accustomed 
to various kinds of food, lost 
completely that green colour, 
and gradually recovered the 
sanguine habit of her entire 
body. She was_ afterwards 
regenerated by the laver of holy 
baptism and lived for many 
years in the service of that 
knight (as | have frequently 
heard from him and his family), 
and was rather loose and 
wanton in her conduct. Being 
frequently asked about the 
people of her country, she 


asserted that the inhabitants, 
and all they had in that country, 
were of a green colour; and that 
they saw no sun, but enjoyed a 
degree of light like what is after 
sunset. 


“Being asked how she came 
into this country with the 
aforesaid boy, she replied that 
as they were following their 
flocks they came to a certain 
cavern, on entering which 
they heard a delightful sound 
of bells, ravished by whose 
sweetness they went for a long 
time wandering on through the 
cavern, until they came to its 
mouth. When they came out of 
it, they were struck senseless by 
the excessive light of the sun, 
and the unusual temperature 
of the air, and they thus lay for 
a long time. They said: ‘The 
sun does not rise upon our 
countrymen; our land is little 
cheered by its beams; we are 
contented with that twilight, 
which, among you, precedes the 
sunrise, or follows the sunset. 
Moreover, a certain luminous 
country is seen, not far distant 
from ours, and divided from it 
by a very considerable river.” 


Newburgh claimed his account 
was based on “reports from 
a number of _ trustworthy 
sources”, while Coggeshall’s 
report cites his source as Sir 
Richard de Calne of Wyke, 
who is said to have provided 
refuge for the green children 
in his nearby manor. Ralph 
adds a similar account, but 
with a slightly different twist to 
Newburgh’s story: “they wished 
to fly, but they could not find the 
entrance of the cavern before 
they were caught.” 


Both accounts are extraordinary, 
and one could be forgiven for 
seeing veiled similarities to 
the ancient tale of Jack and 
the Beanstalk, the story of an 
innocent child’s ascent up 
a giant green beanstalk to a 
world of giants, folklore that 
is now thought to date back 
over five thousand years. And 
of course it was fava beans, 
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also known as broad beans - 
green beans, essentially — that 
were the first and only food the 
green children of Woolpit could 
consume when in the human 
realm. 


Intriguingly, in the eighteenth 
and nineteenth — centuries 
there was an affliction known 
as ‘green sickness’, which 
was described as a condition 
peculiar to virgin women, 
especially those approaching 
puberty. Pills for young, love- 
deprived women were sold to 
address the ‘green sickness’, 
but the fastest cure was 
believed to be intercourse, since 
semen was thought to ‘settle’ 
the womb, dislocate the blood 
and cure the depression. The 
accounts of the green children 
of Woolpit are fascinating, yet 
merely skim the surface of the 
green-people prototype. 


Curiously, four centuries later 
the English historian, divine, 
and Church of England Bishop 
Francis Godwin (1562-1633) 
appears to reference the 
Children of Woolpit, only from 
a different and rather curious 
perspective: the moon. In his 
book, The Man in the Moone, 
Godwin cites the green children 
of Woolpit as an example of

lunar children sent to Earth 
as a form of punishment. The 
Lunars, as they are named, 
call their god Martinus, which 
appears to reference the green 
children’s alleged home, St 
Martin's Land. 


The tale gets even more 
interesting when it recounts 
that humans on — earth 
considered the lunar children 
to be changelings, human-like 
fairy creatures that had been 
exchanged with a human, after 
being stolen by the fairies. When 
referencing their appearance, it 
states: “Neither can | possibly 
relate their colour, they being 
in a manner all clothed alike; it 
was neither black, white, red or 
blue; not any colour composed 
of these; if you ask what it 
was then? | must tell you it 
was a colour never seen in our 
earthly world, and so neither 
to be described or seen by 
us, for as it is hard to make a 
man born blind understand the 
difference between green and 
blue, so neither can | decipher 
her the moon colour, as having 
no affinity with any | have ever 
beheld, | can only say it was the 
most glorious and delightful 
that can be _ imagined.” 
Might this ‘fictional’ account 
point to the origins of the green 
people? 


Legends of the Green People 


Throughout history many iconic 
figures have been portrayed 
as green skinned, such as 
Osiris, the Egyptian god of 
the underworld. Many believe 
Osiris was the inspiration for 
the pagan ‘green man’ fertility 
motif that is found in almost 
every ancient culture, and 
which is still celebrated today. 
Even the Egyptian Pyramid 
Texts refer to Horus as ‘Lord of 
the Green Stone’. 


Fast forward to the time of 
the Green Knight, as featured in 
thefourteenth-centuryromance, 
Sir Gawain and the Green 
Knight. Here, the protagonist 
acquires his name due to his 
green skin and clothes. Adding 
to his mystique, the Green 
Knight performs dazzling 
party tricks by regenerating 
his head after he has been 
decapitated. Around this time, 
Michael Pacher’s painting of 
a green devil reinforced the 
notion that the colour green 
carried a universal significance 
to those who _ portrayed 
otherworldly creatures. 
Poetic contemporaries 
such as Chaucer also made 
associations between the 
colour green and the devil — but 
why? 


Mythical animals, such as 
dragons, are also depicted 
as green, or blue. In many 
languages the words used to 
describe the colours ‘blue’ and 
‘green’ are interchangeable. For 
instance, the ancient Egyptian 
word wadjet describes the 
range of colours comprising 
blue, blue-green and green. 
With that in mind we turn to the 
Ramayana — one of two major 
Sanskrit epics of ancient India 
— where we learn of the blue- 
skin Rama who came from the 
inner Earth and who arrived on 
the surface in a chariot. Is it 
any wonder that green is used 
to embody the supernatural or 
spiritual world? 


References to ‘St Martin’s Land’ 
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appear in the most unexpected 
of places — such as the map of 
La Corufa, a drawing created 
by Sir Francis Drake (1540- 
1596, the famed initiate and 
explorer of the Elizabethan 
era), depicting a city in north- 
western Spain. However, 
Brenda Greenslade, a friend of 
mine and a highly respected 
researcher, believes the map 
does not identify a location in 
Spain, but rather Oak Island, and 
has highlighted the fact that a 
location on the map is called St 
Martin's Platform. Might this be 
an entrance to the inner-Earth 
region where the children of 
Woolpit were from? 


References to St Martin’s are 
often associated with important 
lineages, such as the British 
royal family, whose _ parish 
church in London is St Martin- 
in-the-Fields. King Charles III is 
a patron and, serendipitously, 
Charles's advocacy of the 
British countryside has earned 
him the reputation of being 
‘green’. 


One land that is undeniably 
green and which is named 
after its purported colour is 
Greenland, and here we find 
another curious tale of the 
inner Earth. Greenland was 
settled by Vikings from Iceland 
in the tenth century, beginning 
with the voyage of Erik the Red 
in 985, who arrived with a fleet 
of fourteen long ships. The 
Norsemen soon established 
two settlements with hundreds

comprised over three thousand 
settlers. However, by 1450 the 
inhabitants were gone, without 
a trace. Where did they go? 
We find a clue in an Eskimo 
tradition, which recounts how 
the Vikings migrated north to 
the land of the endless summer 
and descended into a land of 
eternal bliss inside the earth, 
the inner Earth. This tale is 
fascinating, but arguably the 
most spectacular account of 
the inner Earth is one that goes 
by the name Agartha.

with the underworld, and yet 
we make little or no attempt 
to tie together the strands of 
history that suggest they share 
a common bond; a legacy that 
originates in the inner earth. 
Why is that? Are we afraid 
of ridicule? We shouldn't be, 
given that the thought leaders 
who have shaped our modern 
scientific world believed in a 
hollow earth, complete with 
inhabitants. 


The grandfather of modern 
scientific thought, Edmond 
Halley (1656-1742), proposed 
the idea of a ‘Hollow Earth’ 
consisting of a shell 500 miles 
thick, two inner concentric 
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shells and an innermost core. 
He suggested that atmospheres 
separated these shells, and 
that each had its own magnetic 
pole, with spheres rotating 
at different speeds. He 
envisaged each inner region 
as having an atmosphere and 
being luminous and — wait for 
it - possibly being inhabited. 
Further, Halley believed that 
escaping gas from the ‘Hollow 
Earth’ formed the aurora 
borealis, a notion that may 
not be as far-fetched as it first 
appears. 


Leonhard Euler (1707-1783), a 
Swiss mathematician, physicist 
and astronomer, believed the 
earth was hollow and had an 
interior sun. Euler postulated 
that the hollow interior could 
be reached through holes at the 
North and South Poles. 


Johann Carl Friedrich Gauss 
(1777-1855), a German 
mathematician and_ physicist 
known as the ‘the greatest 
mathematician since antiquity’, 
worked out the mathematical 
theory for separating 
the inner and outer sources 


It is recorded that Vikings in Greenland conducted a marriage in the church of Hvalsey in 
1408. Four decades later they had disappeared. 
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of the Earth's magnetic field 
and theorised that the Earth’s 
history and geography can be 
explained by the planet being 
hollow with access at the poles. 


Continuing the tradition, Cyrus 
Reed Teed (1839-1908), a 
physician and alchemist turned 


religious leader, proposed

He believed that 
we were living on the inside 
of the Earth, looking up at the 
universe, which was itself just 
an illusion created by a strange 
solar mechanism. 


Early Hebrew conception of 
the cosmos _ illustrating the 
‘firmament’, the dome created 
by God to divide the primal sea 
into upper and lower portions 
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so that the dry land could exist 
on earth — a framework much 


like Teed suggested. 
Clearly, somewhere — along 
the line our scientists have 


become censored, or simply 
unimaginative. Life beneath 


our feet appears even more 
plausible than life above our 
heads. But then again, that 
assumes we are on the outside. 
With any certainty, can we say 
for a fact that we are? 
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Remembering the Accused Witches of Scotland (RAWS), 
which began in October 2018, is a small but growing group 
of social justice campaigners, historians, and passionate 
community members who would like to raise awareness of 
the forgotten victims of Scotland’s notorious witch trials.

CONJURING DIRT 


The author of this fascinating new book is a practitioner of various magical arts, not least of 
which are Hoodoo and Voodoo and this comes through it the assured manner in which the 
book is written.

INTRODUCTION 


There are many movies (and 
books) out there, which contin- 
ue to be produced right up until 
today, that depict the potential 
terror of alien encounters, from 
War of the Worlds (2005) to 
Alien Abduction (2014). There 
are also a few that share a 
lighter side to alien life, such as 
E.T. The Extra-Terrestrial (1982), 
Galaxy Quest (1999) and Aliens 
in the Attic (2009), representing 
some of the fantasies of how 
a good (or mostly good) alien 
encounter might be if it were to 
take place. Fact or fiction, good 
or bad? This article proposes to 
outline a theory that explains 
the reality of both possibilities. 
However, there is a catch: It is a 
theory proposed not as a theo- 
ry, but as the reality of what is 
actually going on out there. And 
there is also another catch: It 
is not proposed by an eminent 
ufologist, well-known writer of 
the paranormal or sympathet-

ic scientist or researcher, but 
rather by a discarnate human 
soul communicating through 
a well-respected British trance 
medium, Michael Reccia. Since 
approximately 2012, Reccia has 
dedicated his life, and those of a 
small team of spiritually-mind- 
ed individuals, to downloading 
and sharing these communi- 
cations. Hence, | would like to 
introduce you to the ‘Joseph 
Communications’, and let you 
judge for yourself as to their ve- 
racity and worth. Importantly, | 
hope this article can also help 
you decide whether this voice 
from beyond has clarified ‘the 
truth’ sufficiently and convinc- 
ingly enough to provide a plau- 
sible answer regarding alien en- 
counters — good or bad? 


And now, a little background as 
to why we need this question 
answered... 


UFOs, abductions, aliens in our 
midst — real or hoaxes? 
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We hear much in the news these 
days about accounts of alien 
encounters being re-evaluated 
after decades of denial, wheth- 
er originally reported by pilots, 
past employees of military in- 
stallations or abductees. Or, 
perhaps on a day out for a walk, 
by you or me as we observe 
something unusual in the sky. 
Governments are now admit- 
ting to the mounting evidence, 
which can no longer be easily 
dismissed, that aliens have en- 
tered our world. Sophisticated 
recording equipment and so- 
cial media communications 
are just too immediate and ad- 
vanced for these to be denied 
de facto by governments and 
interested parties. Well-known 
incidents such as the Roswell, 
New Mexico crash site in 1947, 
were initially explained away 
by the American military as the 
sighting of a ‘weather balloon’. 
Yet as reported by a past em- 
ployee who worked within the 
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notorious Area 51 facility, the 
crashed spacecraft and bodies 
of its pilots from Roswell were 


taken for study - convenient 
Cold War disinformation by the 
CIA, or did the employee really 
witness this? We might never 
know the answer to these and 
similar questions relating to the 
many sightings in this area of 
the US, since for the most part 
they remain cloistered by offi- 
cials using accusations of ‘con- 
spiracy theory’. 


But what about UFO occurrenc- 
es closer to home in the UK 
and not directly related to mili- 
tary installations? For instance, 
there is the Dechmont Woods 
event in 1979, near Livingston 
in Scotland, reported by a local 
forester, Robert ‘Bob’ Taylor. 
Having stopped his truck, he 
reported seeing a large, dark 
circular craft above his head, 
being dragged up to the craft 
by smaller flying objects be- 
fore losing consciousness and 
later, finding himself back on 
the ground, dishevelled and 
bruised, with his truck unable 
to start. This event was later 
investigated by the police and, 
given the physical evidence, 
reported by them as a criminal 


assault. It was also accepted 
by well-known ufologist and au- 
thor Malcolm Robinson as “one 
of the few genuine cases of a 
UFO encounter”. What about 
the ‘Falkland Hill Incident’ 
from 1996, known locally as 
the ‘Freuchie Incident’, where 
alien ‘greys’ were seen mov- 
ing about under unusual lights 
shining down from a black, tri- 
angular flying craft hovering 
above, and seen not by an en- 
thusiastic UFO chaser, but by a 
mother, her two children and a 
friend? And again, what about 
the numerous UFO sightings 
and paranormal activities re- 
ported in and around the village 
of Gorebridge, just outside of 
Edinburgh, which as a result 
gained an international reputa- 
tion as a UFO ‘hotspot’? 


Or a little further south, down 
in England, reported especially 
throughout the 1980s, the nu- 
merous crop circles appearing 
in fields during the night, with 
strange molecular changes to 
the crop of wheat or other grain 
that had been bent into myste- 
rious symbols and intricate de- 
signs over very large areas of 
land? There were noted hoax- 
ers who tried to imitate these, 
but the truth remains that 
plants from genuine crop for- 
mations displayed anatomical 
alterations that cannot be ac- 
counted for by assuming these 
formations are hoaxes. More- 
over, such intricate designs 
of unknown origin have been 
appearing in farmers’ fields all 
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over the world, thousands of 
them in more than 50 countries 
for centuries, and are still being 
reported to this day. Mysteri- 
ous, yes. Hoaxes, only a few. 


The sightings of UFOs, both by 
the public and pilots, are too nu- 
merous to list, but they do exist, 
now more than ever, and cannot 
be discounted. And although 
less commonly reported, there 
are also abductions of human 
beings by entities and aircraft 
of unknown origin, where exper- 
iments are sometimes claimed 
to have taken place on their 
bodies before they are returned 
to Earth. These accounts, while 
very strange, are difficult to dis- 
miss, especially when evidence 
of their experience has been 
documented. 


Finally, what of individuals who 
say they have been transported 
to another planet, or perhaps 
are from another planet or alien 
society themselves? Are they 
crazy? Maybe, maybe not. We 
know that other planets exist 
and have no reason to deny that 
other universes might exist, our 
own technology and abilities 
limited to our current scientific 
development and awareness. 


The answer to this question, 
‘real or hoaxes?’ — real. 


Normal or Paranormal? 


This question is more difficult 
to answer. So let us decon- 
struct it as a vantage point in 
relation to the UFO phenomena

ents our world as we would reg- 
ularly or normally experience 
it — that is, through our every- 
day senses and intellect, and 
includes our most advanced 
technologies and scientific the- 
ories. ‘Paranormal’, on the oth- 
er hand, intimates that which 
goes beyond what our senses 
and intellect together logical- 
ly understand or conceive as 
a possibility, and therefore, in 
a way, goes against a ‘normal’ 
understanding, as it is beyond 
it, quite literally. Under the term 
‘senses’ is included everything 
we perceive with our five known 
senses and based on this, all 
scientific data. As regards the 
‘intellect’, this is everything we 
can logically understand or the- 
orize. 


‘Paranormal’, in comparison to 
‘normal’, therefore, is the wild 
child of life, the other side of 
the card, so to speak, and the 
very opposite of the physical 
with its call to proper attention 
and discoverable rules. Some 
would call this the supra-phys- 
ical, while others might say the 
spiritual. | would guess that 
most of what we have looked 
at above as examples of UFO 
activity is supra-physical activ- 
ity — that is, events beyond the 
physical rules of our world, but 
not necessarily of a non-phys- 


ical nature. There is just too 
much regularity, although not 
our physical regularity, as well 
as the capacity to interact with 
our physical world, which points 
to another kind of physicality. In 
other words, these UFO interac- 
tions, while other-worldly, are 
not exactly non-worldly, at least 
not entirely. Such concepts, 
moreover, although difficult to 
articulate, need to be at least 
approximated in order to dis- 
cern what is really happening. 


The answer to this question, 
‘Normal or Paranormal?’ — the 
alien sightings we experience 
appear to be supra-normal, as in 
‘supra-physical’ or ‘other-world- 
ly’, but are not necessarily para- 
normal, as in ‘non-worldly’ or 
spiritual. Not yet. 


Firstly, how can we possibly 
know the answer to this ques- 
tion? Experiences of UFO and 
alien encounters vary great- 
ly, but mostly, as experienced 
by life on Earth, are frighten- 
ing with a bad outcome, or at 
best, are indeterminate. Sec- 
ondly, if these experiences are 
‘other-worldly’, as suggested 
above, then we simply do not 
have the interface, whether 
physical or mental, to connect 
with these worlds and under- 
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stand wny sucn encounters are 
taking place. In other words, it 
is beyond our current capabil- 
ity to truly know or determine 
the original intention of alien 
life seeking contact. The emi- 
nent British cosmologist, Ste- 
phen Hawking, as cited by the 
late ufologist and paranormal 
researcher Andrew Hennessey, 
and whose view he shared, 
said: “If aliens visit us, the out- 
come would be much as when 
Columbus landed in America, 
which didn’t turn out well for 
the Native Americans.” Hawk- 
ing goes on to say: “We only 
have to look at ourselves to see 
how intelligent life might devel- 
op into something we wouldn't 
want to meet,” becoming no- 
mads and looking to conquer 
and colonise whatever planets 
they reach, having used up their 
own resources. 


Plausible - but true? How can 
we know without a theory that 
explains both the good and the 
bad encounters that human be- 
ings have already experienced 
or might experience in the fu- 
ture? 


The answer to this question, 
‘good or bad?’ — lies in the the- 
ory. #

Very little is written regarding 
the alleged story of Adam's 
first wife, Lilith. There is no 
mention of her in Genesis be- 
cause Lilith is regarded as He- 
brew mythology. What follows 
is my interpretation of this 
vague story of the mother of 
the first Nephilim and stealer 
of children’s breath:

Charles Dickens’ ghost and the murdered 
spirit of a medieval woman are among 
he phantoms still said to haunt Britain’s 
spookiest postcode. 


A supernatural expert has lifted the coffin 
id on which UK location has had the most 
reports of paranormal activity over the 
years. Dr Paul Lee has been documenting 
more than 5,500 alleged hauntings over 
he past 10 years, which are included in 
The Mirror's map. 


While most Brits may think of the creepy 
cobbled capitals of Edinburgh and Lon- 
don when it comes to things going bump 
in the night, author Dr Paul Lee has calcu- 
lated that the ME1 postcode — covering 
Rochester, Burham and Wouldham in 
Kent — is the UK's “most haunted neigh- 
bourhood’. 


Paranormal experiences have been do- 
cumented at no less than 56 separate 
locations in these Medway towns, inclu- 
ding reports of an old lady with an “evil 
grin’ and the so-called white lady of Ro- 
chester Castle, thought to be the ghost of 
Lady Blanche de Warenne who was killed 
during a siege led by the rebel Simon de 
Montfort in 1264. 


She died when an arrow fired by her fian- 
ce, Ralph de Capo, bounced off a rebels 
armour and pierced her heart. A lady in 
white is said to appear each Good Friday 
oO re-enact oo Blanche's death. The 
creepy smiling ghost of the unknown old 
ady meanwhile is said to have been seen 
holding a fire door shut at one of Roches- 
er’s pubs. 


Other reports include the resident spec- 
re of a young girl who fell to her death 
at what Is now a nightclub, and even the 
ghost of the famed author Charles Dic- 
kens who is reputed to appear at Roches- 
er Corn Exchange at Christmas. 


YO1 - York city centre - comes second 
on the list meanwhile, with 44 haun- 
ings in the ancient city, including that 
of 500-year-old boozer The Golden Flee- 
ce where the spirits of a young boy and 
andlord who was hanged have been 
seen. Last month, it was reported how a 
bike was captured on CCTV appearing to 
move by itself along a street just a stone's 
hrow from the pub.

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NATIONAL ARCHIVES TEES UP NEW RULES FOR UFO 


RECORDS 


New legislation mandates a governmen- 
twide repository of records dealing with 
“unidentified anomalous phenomena.” 


Congress wants to know what agencies 
know about UFOs, and, under a new law, 
agencies have to tell them. 


New records management provisions in- 
cluded in the recently enacted 2024 defen- 
se policy bill require federal agencies to or- 
ganize and tag records related to what the 
government calls “unidentified anomalous 
phenomena’ or UAP. 


Agencies have until the end of the current 
fiscal year to “review, identify, and orga- 
nize each UAP record in its custody for 
disclosure to the public and transmission 
to the National Archives,” according to a 
memo sent Tuesday afternoon from Lau- 
rence Brewer, chief records officer for the 
U.S. Government, and Chris Naylor, NARA‘s 
executive for research services, to federal 
agency records managers. 


A new, central collection of UAP records 
will be housed at the National Archives and 
Records Administration. 


The law passed without measures sought 
by backers, notably Senate Majority Leader 
Chuck Schumer, D-N.Y., that would have 


set up a presidential commission with the 
authority to declassify records pertaining 
to UAP. 


“For decades, many Americans have been 
fascinated by objects mysterious and 
unexplained and it's long past time they 
get some answers, Schumer said last July 
when the bipartisan legislation was intro- 
duced. “The American public has a right 
to learn about technologies of unknown 
origins, non-human intelligence, and unex- 
plainable phenomena. 


Brewer and his team at NARA are tasked 
with providing records officers with gui-

dance on the information required to set 
up the UAP collection and with creating a 
form agencies can use to tag records for 
collection in the UAP archive. 


The memo gets into the weeds about what 
records officers can expect from the me- 
tadata requirements, including information 
on classification levels and restrictions, as 
well as what can and can’t be publicly dis- 
closed. 


NARA is asking agencies to get started 
identifying relevant records and to expect 
further instructions on tagging and trans- 
mitting records to the Archives.

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PENTAGON EX-UFO CHIEF SAYS CONSPIRACY 
THEORISTS IN GOVERNMENT DRIVE SPENDING 


Sean Kirkpatrick, the first director of the 
all-domain anomaly resolution office, 
blames ‘core group’ of government 
workers 


Conspiracy theorists working for 

and within the US government are 
perpetuating myths about UFOs that 
millions of taxpayer dollars are then 
spent looking into, a “self-licking ice 
cream cone’, according to the Pentagon's 
former chief investigator of unidentified 
anomalous phenomena (UAP). 


Sean Kirkpatrick made the claim ina 
podcast this week after stepping down 
last month as the first director of the 
defense department's all-domain anomaly 
resolution office (Aaro). It was set up in 
2022 to collate military reports of UAP 
sightings and to be more transparent 
about what the government knows. 


Aaro’s first comprehensive historical 
record report, which has been submitted 
to Congress and is set for publication 
later this year, contains no evidence of the 
existence of alien life, or any government 
cover-up, Kirkpatrick says. 


But many lawmakers, he insists, are only 
too happy to embrace unsubstantiated 
stories circulated by “a core group of 
people” about secret government UFO 
research programs. Those include 
startling claims from the former US 
intelligence official and whistleblower 
David Grusch last year about intact alien 
vehicles and non-human “biologics”, or 
biological matter, stored at a remote 
facility. 


“They're some of the same people that 
have been working behind the scenes with 
Congress to write legislation,’ Kirkpatrick 
told the In the Room With Peter Bergen 
podcast. 


“They're the same people that worked with 
a US company and the US army to explore 
a piece of material that they claim was a 


UAP and really is a piece of missile casing 
from the 1950s. They're the same people 
that have been influencing some of these 
whistleblowers who have come forward 
to say: ‘Hey, | don’t have any first-hand 
evidence, but all these people are telling 
me this.” 


Kirkpatrick declined to identify the people 
by name, but agreed with Bergen’'s 
observation that “the actual conspiracy 
is being carried out by a group of 

true believers themselves to get the 
government involved in the business of 
investigating aliens’. 


“That is a self-licking ice cream cone, 
exactly,’ Kirkpatrick said. “The best thing 
that could have happened in this job is | 
found the aliens, and | could have rolled 
them out, but there’s none. There is no 
evidence of extraterrestrials. There is no 
evidence of aliens, and there's no evidence 
of the government conspiracy.” 


Kirkpatrick said in a resignation essay 
published by Scientific American last week 
that he feared lawmakers had succumbed 
to “conspiracy-driven decision-making’ 
and sensationalism in their rush to 
“uncover the cover-up’. 


“Worrisome is the willingness of some 

to make judgments and take actions 

on these stories without having seen or 
even requested supporting evidence, an 
omission that is all the more problematic 
when the claims are so extraordinary,’ he 
wrote. 


“Some members of Congress prefer to 
opine about aliens to the press rather than 
get an evidence-based briefing on the 
matter. Members have a responsibility to 
exhibit criticalthinking skills instead of 
seeking the spotlight” 


His frustration was apparent in his 
conversation with Bergen. He said 
his department's mission to use a 
“rigorous scientific framework and a 
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data-driven approach’ to collate and 
evaluate UFO reports and sightings 
going back decades had been hampered 
by misrepresentations, half-truths and 
other snippets of misinformation from 
unreliable sources. 


“You've got people that talk to people who 
come in to tell the story, or tell the media, 
and other people come in, but it turns out 
none of them have any first-hand evidence 
or knowledge,’ Kirkpatrick said. 


“They're all relaying stories that they've 
heard from other people. And if you track 
where all those people know each other, 
it all goes back to the same core group of 
people.” 


What his team was able to deduce, 
Kirkpatrick said, was that at least 90% of 
recorded UFO sightings, including some 
videos of military encounters declassified 
by the Pentagon in recent years, have a 
perfectly logical explanation. 


“When you dig into those kinds of 
observations, and we had hundreds, you 
go back and work with the pilot, you work 
with the sensor, and you reconstruct the 
entire engagement, nine times out of 10 or 
more that turns into an optical illusion that 
we Call parallax,” he said. 


“Most of the times when we can't give an 
explanation, it is because there is a lack of 
data, and by that | mean consistent, solid, 
recorded data that you can put into a 


computer and you can do analysis on.” 


Even so, Kirkpatrick said, there are 
those unlikely to ever accept scientific 
explanations. 


“There is absolutely nothing that I’m going 
to do, say or produce evidentially that is 
going to make the true believers convert,’ 
he said. 


“It is basically a religion, a religious belief 
that transcends critical thinking and 
rational thought.” 
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PENTAGON'S INTERNAL WATCHDOG RELEASES UFO 
REPORT SAYING DOD HAS ‘NO OVERARCHING UAP POLICY’ 


The Pentagon ‘has not used a coordina- 
ted approach to detect, report, collect, 
analyze, and identify UAP’ the watchdog 
said 


The Pentagon is “uncoordinated” and lacks 
a strategy to identify UFOs, according to its 
internal watchdog. 


The U.S. Defense Department. Inspector 
General released an unclassified report 
his week that summarized its evaluation 
of the department's policies regarding 
UFOs — officially referred to as unidentified 
anomalous phenomena, or UAPs. 

“Over the past decades, the DoD has ini- 
iated infrequent and inconclusive efforts 
o identify and understand the origin, ca- 
pabilities, and intent of unidentified aerial 
phenomena (UAP),” the inspector general 
report said. “We determined that the DoD 
has no overarching UAP policy and, as a 
result, it lacks assurance that national se- 
curity and flight safety threats to the United 
States from UAP have been identified and 
mitigated.” 


The watchdog found that the Pentagon 
“has not used a coordinated approach to 
detect, report, collect, analyze, and identify 
UAP” and largely excludes “the role of the 
geographic combatant commands.” 


“The DoD has not issued a comprehensi- 
ve UAP response plan that identifies roles, 
responsibilities, requirements, and coordi- 
nation procedures for detecting, reporting, 
collecting, analyzing, and identifying UAP 
incidents. As a result, the DoD response 
to UAP incidents is uncoordinated and

concentrated within each Military Depart- 
ment,’ the report found. 


“Military pilots have historically reported 
many of the reported UAP sightings. Also, 
the Air Force and Navy have been at the fo- 
refront of developing policies, procedures, 
and mechanisms for reporting UAP. In fact, 
the DoD has relied heavily on the Services 
and Components to detect, report, collect, 
analyze, and identify UAP since the 1940s.” 


It also found that the department's efforts 
to identify and understand UAP have “been 
irregular because of competing priorities, 
lack of substantive progress, and inconclu- 
sive findings,’ the report said. 


The inspector general recommended a 
course of action the Defense Department 
could take to unify the efforts of its various 
branches, which includes having senior 
department officials issue a policy “to inte- 
grate unidentified anomalous phenomena 
roles, responsibilities, requirements, and 
coordination procedures into existing in- 
telligence, counterintelligence, and force 
protection policies and procedures.” 


“The policy should include methods to ad- 
dress unidentified anomalous phenomena 
incidents and should align with policies 
and procedures for the protection of Uni- 
ted States persons civil liberties,” it added.

Alex Collier, who served time as a heli- 
copter pilot in the army claims he “spoke 
to two aliens in the 1980s’. 


A former United States Army helicop- 
ter pilot, who claims to have spent three 
months on an alien mothership has said 
that humans “will find ancient alien ruins’ 
in the universe soon, Express.co.uk repor- 
ted.

More specifically, the statement claims 
that the DoD lacks compressive approach 
to any threats potentially posed by 
Unidentified Anomalous | Phenomena 
(UAP), formerly and more commonly 
referred to as UFOs.

While not everyone believes in alien 
life, there has been a sharp increase in 
curiosity around potential life outside of 
our planet, after US Air Force officer and 
former intelligence officer David Grusch 
sensationally claimed the US government 


to time dilation or alternate dimensions. 


The alien duo apparently told him that hu- 
mans are not alone in the universe and that 
there are many other alien races. 


During a talk he gave in Japan in 2007, he 
said: “Our science tells us that there are 
100 billion galaxies, but we are only looking 
at one dimension. According to the Andro- 
medians, there are 100 trillion galaxies and 
every galaxy has life in it we are far from 
being alone. The universe is vast... we are 
just beginning to travel space and we are

“From that mo- 
ment on, Vissaeus would only refer to mo- 
ney as paper with pictures on it,’ Mr Collier 
said.

In response to increase interest around 
UAPs, an investigation was launched 
around the possible security implications 
they might pose. 


The Office of Inspector General (OIG) issued 
a strictly classified report in August, titled 
‘Evaluation of the DoD’s Actions Regarding 
Unidentified Anomalous Phenomena. 


Within the report, which has only just been 
made public, the OIG ‘found that the DoD's 
lack of a comprehensive, coordinated 
approach to address UAP may pose a 
threat to military forces and national 
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security’. 


t continued: “The DoD OIG found that 
he DoD does not have a comprehensive, 
coordinated approach to address UAP. 


“For instance, the DoD OIG determined that 
he DoD has no overarching UAP policy 
and, as a result, it lacks assurance that 
national security and flight safety threats 
to the United States from UAP have been 
dentified and mitigated.” 


Now, this doesn’t mean the government is 
worried about some kind of Independence 
Day scenario. 


Instead, UAPs could be attempts at 
surveillance from hostile foreign powers. 
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
